Alabama Is Improving Her Stand- 
ard of Education. 
Montgomery, Ala., September 9.—(Spe- 
cial.)—The state ~oard of examiners of 
public school teachers, by the act passed 
by the last legislature has completed 
four months of arduous work, and has 
undoubtedly pertormed a great service 
to the state In the matter of eliminating 
from the state schools teachers who are 

not qualified for the work. 

In the June examinations there were 2,365 
applicants for certificates as teachers. Of 
these %18 were rejected, 450 being white 
and 468 colored. It will therefore be seen 
that almost 40 per cent of the applicants 
were turned down. 

Every teacher in the 
the graduates of the normal schools is 
required to stand the examination, which 
is a uniform one, and the examination 
papers are passed on by a state board 
appoined by the superintendent of aduca-

The state fair held here just before 
the war was not much more extensive 
than one of our first-class county fairs of 
the present time. 

No effort was made to beautify the 
grounds. They were rough and traversed 
by roads and paths hastily improvised 
for the occasion—all dust in dry weather 
and all mud after a rain. The buildings 
were frail board structures, and their 
coat of whitewash was their only adorn- 
ment.

Colonel 
Peters, though a very busy man in various 
fields. of enterprise, found time for scien- 
tific farming and stock raising, and was 
recognized as one of the most progressive 
men in this section. 

Hon. Mark A. Cooper was one of the 
leading spirits of the State Fair Associa- 
tion, and the most prominent men of 
Georgia gave it their aid. 

If the visitors had depended upon hotel 
and boarding house occommodations they 
would have gone ,without shelter. Hosts 
of them found homes in private houses. 
Our local transportation § facilties then 
Were very different from what they are 
now. There were no street cars, very few 
hacks and not many carriages, but there 
Were buggies and wagons, many of them 
from a distance, and those who 
could not ride, trampled along the dusty 
unpaved streets without complaint. 

Our people did not expect too much. 
Compartively few of them had ever visit- 
ed the big fairs in the other states. This 
part of the country was then a newly 
bettled locality, which had been inhabited 
by the Ifdians only a quarter of a cen- 
tury before, and our pioneers and their 
children were an old-fashioned of 
People who did not expect with their 
limited resources to organize a {fair that 
Would rival the in states

earlier. 

There were very few sideshows-—-nothing 
Bpectacular, startling novelties. Yet 
the fair was big success. The visitor 
enjoyed themsélves, and Atlanta was 
Widely advertised. 

Later Fairs and Expositions. 

After the war, in the fall of 1874, another 
State fair was held in Atlanta. Mr. H. I. 
Kimball was the genius who directed the 
local end of the enterprise. Under his

The 
Colored schools are badly overcrowded, 
and in several of them, both morning 
and afternoon sessions are being held. 

The. grades that are the most crowded 
are the lower ones, first, second and third, 
and there are many applications for seats 
in these grades. Some will not be able 
to secure seats at all for the lower grades, 
but &@ number car be accommodated in 
the higher grades. 

The reports of both the principals and 
Judge Bloodworth suggested the advisa- 
bility of securing additional rooms, or 
the consolidation of grades, and necessi- 
tated the libera] use of money. New teach- 
ers Were to be secured and salaries were 
S&heduled, but there are no finances avall- 
able for this work, and the board refuses 
to cut the salaries of the teachers again 
to makeup an amount that would be suf- 
ficient to put in operation a system that 
would acommodate all children applying 
for seats. 

Judge Bloodworth’s report called for 
the transfer of many pupils who are now 
Seated, and this feature was considered 
by the board as not advisable. The prin- 
cipals suggested that rooms be rented 
in those sections of the city where the 
crowdeal wonditions prevail, and that 
certain upper grades that had but few 
bupils be consolidated with similar grades 
in other schools, and their rooms be used 
for lower grades to accommodate many 
of the children desiring admission to the 
Primary department. 

System Effective Tomorrow.

The 
county eat was settled at Jonesboro, 
where it has since remained. The sur- 
rounding cowntry was one of beauty, dot- 
ted here and there with hills and small 
ravines. It was especially adapted to ag- 
riculture, it being the home of the staple 
products, such as indian corn, wheat, rye, 
oats and other smaller grains. Since its 
early days Clayton county has taken a 
stand among the counties which are 
known as being especially adapted to 
cotton. This county has grown very fast. 
Its population has grown rapidly, and 
now the products of the county equal 
those of any in Georgia, taking into con- 
sideration its territory and jnhabitants. 
Field peas, chisfas, sorghum cane, Ger- 
man millet and ail the varieties of vege- 
tables grow well in this county, and even 
the melon and cantaloupe do well in this 
section.

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OUR TWO GIANT MAPS. 


Among the exhibits in the space reserv- 
ed for the United States at the forth- 
coming Paris exposition will be two of the 
biggest maps ever made. The largest and 
most important one will be that of the 
United States, which the Geological Sur- 
vey Corps has been working on for over 
twenty yearn. When finished this map 
will cover somewhat more than an acre 
in superficial area. 

Some idea of the gigantic plans upon 
which this map is being constructed and 
of the magnitude of the undertaking may 
be formed by considering the fact that the 
portion which delineates the little state of 
Connecticut and the northern tip of Long 
Island is six feet in length and nearly 
five feet wide. 

When this wonderful map is finished it 
will indicate the exact location of every 
river, creek, brook, mountain, hill, valley, 
farm, schoolhouse, village, town and city 
in the United States, and will show every 
public and private road and highway 


as 
perfectly as the surveyor’s map gives 
them in the township. The copy, which 
will be exhibited at Paris, will be mount- 


ed in sections and will be properly put 
together in the department reserved for 
American exhibits. 

The other map to be exhibited, while 
not covering as much space, will be on a 
much larger scale. This map wil! delin- 
eate Greater New York and wil! scale 600 
feet to the inch. The first appropriation 
of $10,000, which was made last @ar, has 
been found to be insufficient to complete 
the work, and therefore an additional ap- 
propriation will be asked for during the 
next session of congress. 

Away up in the air above Greater New 
York, imaginary lines are being run, in 
the preparatory work of making the map. 
For weeks this sky measuring has been 
giong on, and the air over the four bor- 
oughs that go to make the city has been 
run full of lines. Neither a surveyor nor 
an instrument, engaged in the work. has 
been seen in the streets, but away up in 
the clouds on the tops of sky-scraper 
buildings, high chimneys, church spi§es 
and bidge towers, keen eyes trained for 
the purpose have been glancing through 
finely adjusted instruments and measur- 
ing the distances between what are known 
as “‘cardinal points.”’ 

This system of surveying is known as 
the triangular system, and by it the 
whole area to be surveyed is divided into 
triangies having as their angles the high- 
est available points in the city.

tiser, published at Savannah, Ga.,

The Advertiser, as my file shows, was 
a four-page, twelve-column newspaper. 
The heading of this amateur paper was 
a wood cut, and the workmanship and 
design were well executed. The make- 
up of this paper consisted of editorial, 
special stories, poetfy, puzzles and a 
limited number of displayed advertise- 
ments. 

The front page is devoted to a story 
contributed by an amateur scribe, the 
first column being headed by a selected 
poem. The second page is devoted to 
editorials and short comments. The

third page is covered with puzzles under 
a special c@lumn cut, headed “Chit- 
Chat.”’ 

The first column of the last puge is 
set aside for crisp sayings of the editor, 
also under a special head, “Fun, Facts 
and Fancy.” The sheet is printed in 
brevier type and the advertisements are 
artistically made up in display type. Mr. 
Donahue’s nom de plumes were Don A. 
Hue, Me Noble Dook, Donnie and Queere 
Quille. 

The poem which follows was written 
by Mr. Donahue in 1878 and appeared for 
the first time in the columns of The 
Amateur Advertiser, published at Savan- 
nah. The poem at the time was widely 
copied, both by the amateur and profes- 
sional press. 

It is as follows: 

A score of years! Quite a lapse of 
time you will say, but it secims but a 
year, a month, not a week since we boys 
met that eventful Monday night in the 
dingy little room up in the third story 
of Whitcomb’s ancient store building on 
the Bay of Savannah, and organized the

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work, I pattered away in my little ‘office’ 
at home in a manful endeavor to get out 
my paper ‘‘on time,’ and what fusses 
I had with sister when she got my type 
mixed in her earnest desire to help dis- 
tribute. 

Tweaty years,—how expectantly I look- 
ed for the reail-carrier who never failed 
to bring his load of amateur exchanges 
and lietters, and how important I felt 
when I toted my bundle of papers to the 
post office to be mailed at second class 
rates—“‘same as the big pdapers.”’ 

What joy it was to pore over those ex- 
changes until away past mid-night and 
how my “dander riz’’ when I chanced to 
come upon an article derogatory to my- 
self and my paper and what a tirade 
of abuse I heaped upon them in my ans- 
wering issue.

And snd 
such editors' 
What a sarcastic pen was that of 


Frank Reeve, now dead poor fellow, 
and how some of us did rejoice when 
he used his trencheat goose quill in our 
behalf. 

Was there ever a sweeter poet than 
Joe Miller or Jim Elderdicé, whose com- 
positions were accepted by amateur and 
professional papers alike? Is thre a wri- 
ter today in the ‘‘Dom” of today as pro- 
lific as our superb Winslow, whose eru- 
dite essays were a wonder and ofttimes 
a mystery to us younger editors. 

What has become of ail these boys? 

A great many have graduated into the 
professic nal ranks and have carried 
themselves with distinction to the very 
front ranks of journalism. Two of them, 
George Bryson and Tom Dawley, have 
served The New York Journal throughout 
the last war in Cuba, Bryson being 
with Lee in Havana and Dawley with 
Gomez in his campaign. Some of the 


boys are serving their country in the 
halls of congress and abroad. 
I am an oki-timer, out it seems but 


yesterday, and I have no need to refer to 
the files of old amateur papers before me 
to refresh my.memory, for they all seem 
to stand out clear and distinct before me.

engaged with the Apaches of Arizona. In 
the infantry, the Fifth under General 
Miles, the Third, Seventh, Ninth, Twelfth, 
Fourteenth, Twenty-first and Twenty- 
third occasionally—engaged, and a bat- 
talion of the Fourth artillery fought he- 
roically against the Mvodocs in ambus- 
cade, losing most of its officers and many 
devoted men.

An examination of the recards of the 
United States Government shows that 
more people die at the age of thirty. 
Seven than at any other. Likewise at 
that age more calamities overtake people | 
than at any other. 

But what is true of this country & 
also true of ather countries, History jg 
full of examples in point 

At the age of thirty-seven a great sor- 
row befell Aristotle, viz: the death of 
Plato, his friend and teacher, with whom 
he had studied for nearly twenty years, 
This sorrow plainly showed its effects up- 
on his future life and to it may be attrib. 
uted the gad tone of his later whitings, 

At the age of thirty-seven Lord Byron 
died of fever at Greece. As Lord Bea- 
consfield says he was “greater as a man 
than as a writer and his loss to the 
wor.d was a great blow to it.” 

Raphael, the glory of Italian art, died 
at thirty-seven. He fell sick a week be- 
fore his birthday of cold and fever and 
died on that day, Good Friday. In him 
the word lost one of jts greatest artists. 

In music, like art and poetry, England 
lost her greatest composer at the age of 
thirty-seven. Purcell, the most distin- 
guished musician Britain Produced, died 
within a few days after attaining his 
thirty-seventh year. The regard in 
which he was held in England placed 
him on a par with Milton in epic poetry, 
with Shakespeare on the stage, Locke in 
metaphysics, and Sir Isaac Newton in 
philosophy and mathematics. 

At the age of thirty-seven, too, Eng- 
land lost a military genius that she re- 
garded as of the highest rank and prom- 
ise. Prince Henry of Battemburg died of 
fever in Ashantee in that year of his life. 

Pascall, too, died at thirty-seven, but 
why seek more illustrations? These are 
sufficient to illustrate the fatality of the 
age among geniuses. Where death failed 
misfortune often befell. 

So the age of thirty-seven may be re- 
garded as the fatal age of all those after

“The pine or cedar, the former for cheap |

Ology—issues in tiny rods or wires, in 
general appearance not unlike the lead 
that is put into the pencils, but, instead 
of being dry and brittle, being still in a 
moist or soft condition. 

“The material receives this treatment 
repeatediy through dies with apertures 
of different diameters, until finally, when 
the mixing has been

pleted and the mass is in proper condi- 
tion, it is passed through a set of dies 
of the exact diameter of thie lead that ts 
to g° into the pencil. Def% fingers take 
the product in this condition, straighten 
out the leads and cut them to lengths of 
about three feet. At this stage it is still 
comparatively soft and pliable. After be- 
ing cut the leads are allowed to dry, and 
are then cut to the required pencil lengths 
and packed in crucibles and burned for 
several hours in order to extract the last 
degree of moisture that remains, and 
brings the lead to its fina] condition. The 
leads are now ready for inserting in the 
wooden cases, and are sent to the giris’ 
room. The slabs of wood are put through 
a machine giving each six grooves, square 


ing the face of the wood. 

“The girls are seated in groups of three, 
With slabs, ‘leads’ and glue pot betore 
them. The first girl takes a grooved strip 
in her right hand, and six leads spread 
fan-shape in her left, and with one mlo- 
tion fills the six grooves. The next girl 
coats a grooved strip with hot glue and 
hands it to No. 3, who takes the filled 
strip from her other neighbor and lays 
one upon the other. The filled and glued 
strips are piled together and left in @ 
press to dry. After that they are evened 
off under a sandpaper wheel and cut into 
single pencils, when they are shaped a 
varnished, ready for the market.”

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Memoirs throw light from oné of the 
greatest intellects of the century upon 
many of the most dramatic chapters in 
the history of France. Some hiteherto 
unpublished details of the execution of 
Louis XVI and the afrival of Napoleon 
I in Paris, in 1815, which were recounted 
to the by eye witnessés, are set 
forth in the work. 


In an article on the Jews in the Bep- 
tember number of Harper's Magagsine, 
Mark Twain pays eloquent tribute to the 
virtues of the race. Says he: “The 
Jew is not a burden on the charitles of 
nor of the city; these could 
from their funetions without af- 
fecting him. When he Is well enough, he 
works; when he Is incapacitated, his own 
people take care of him. And not in a 
poor and stingy way, but with a fine and 
benevolence. His race is entitled 
to be called the most benevolent of all 
the races of men. The Jew has been 
staged in many uncomplimentary forms, 
but. so far as I know, no dramatist has 
done him the injustice to stage him as a 
beggar. Whenever a Jew has real need 
to bee, his people save him from the ne- 
cessity of doing it. The charitable in- 
stitutions of the Jews are supported by 
Jewish money, and amply. The Jews 
make no noise about it; it is done quiet- 
ly; they not nag and pester and ha- 
rass us contributions; they give us 
peace, set us an example—an ex- 
ample we have not found our- 
selves follow.”
